TAKE PLACE MAY 1, FINAL 
ON MAY 6; PETITIONS READY

The election of student body officers is drawing 
near and all petitions for nominations must be in by 
Friday, April 24, according to an announcement made 


by Dean Sauble yesterday. 
Primary elections for all offi- 
cers with the sole exception of 
freshman commissioner, will be 
held on Friday, May 1. The final 
election will take place on Wed- 
nesday, May 6, at the election 
assembly, where all those who 
have been nominated will con- 
duct their political platform 
before a student body meeting, 
on Tuesday, April 28. 
Nominating petitions can be 
obtained from Dean Sauble. The 
candidate then must be approved 
and 50 signatures of student body 
members in good standing must 
be obtained on the petition. All 
nominating petitions for elective 
officers will then be approved by 


Dean Sauble and the election 
committee. 

All candidates, in order to be 
eligible for nominations, must 
maintain a © average in 10% 
units of scholarship during the 
semester just preceding the term 
and maintain a C average in 10% 
units during their term of office. 
In the event of their failure to 
do so, the faculty adviser will 
declare the office vacant and 
direct the president to call a spe- 
cial election to fill the vacancy. 
The term of all officers will be 
for one school year and no stu- 
dent may hold more than one 
office. All officers may be at the

Refugee From 
Germany Speaks 
Here X Period 


“Experiences Under the Nazi 
Regime,” is the timely topic 
which Dr. Suzanne Englemann, 
a refugee scholar from Germany, 
has chosen for her address to 
the student body today, X period 
in the Little Theatre. 

That Dr. Englemann is a bril- 
liant and outstanding woman is 


verified in the fact that she has 
been granted a fellowship at 
Stanford University by the Amer- 
ican Association of University 
Women, an organization which is 
international in scope. The group 
bestows such honors on selécted 
individuals throughout the world. 

Dr. Englemann’s first. experi- 
ences of living in a nation of 
self-government were gained 
when she was a girl attending 
Bryn Mawr. She is presently 
occupied with her studies at 
Stanford, but finds time to 
deliver speeches in nearby cities. 
Her topic..is usually concerned 
with the opportunities which 
she found in her adopted coun- 
try as contrasted with the spirit 
of oppression now prevalent in 
the country of her birth. She will 
be sponsored by the U.G.C.

The newly-formed Women’s Motor Corps has 


begun its course of study with basic mechanics of auto-| 


mobiles, Already they have worked on a 1940 Ford V-8 
and 1938 Plymouth, checking and setting sparkplugs, 


checking carburetors and clean- 
ing oil filters. They also have 
iearned how to change tires. The 
instructors of the course, Mr. Ed 
Graulich, and June Handley of 
the women’s PE. department, 
strive to have a different car 
every week in order to give the 
women experience with the dif- 
ferent types. 

This training just recently 
established is one of the new 
war-effort courses now offered 
at the Salinas Junior College. 
The study consists of such sub- 
jects as standard first aid, 
advanced first aid, and motor 
mechanics. Also training in black 


out driving, convoy duty, map 
reading, and complete study of 
the surrounding locale will be 
given. 

Miss June Handley and Mr. 
LaRain Marble are in charge of 
the course although Mr. Graulich 
is the actual instructor of. the 
mechanics part of the training.

classes. These qualifications were:
